WASHINGTON.— The a»t e mo­ 
bile, which has materially botated 
the American aoekfental death rat©, 
in the last ten year*, likewise is 
blamed for the shortening of the 
life of paper money. 
Paper currency Ustg about half 
as long as before the war putting 
the government to a great addi­ 
tional expense in keeping this type 
of money in circulation. The ques­ 
tion was referred to the U. 8. Bu­ 
reau of Standards for the develop­ 
ment of a 
tougher 
paper 
for 
money, 
Experts say that the handling of 
oaper money at automobile service 
stations is directly responsible for 
the short life of the currency. It 
was pointed out that frequently the 
hand*» of the service station em­ 
ployes are covered with oil and 
grease and that these ingredients, 
making into the 
paper 
money, 
soon renders it useless as curren­ 
cy sending it back to the U. S. 
treasury for re-issue. 
Cham stores of all kinds where 
there is a big turnover of cash, 
likewise has an influence on the 
life of paper money, treasury ex­ 
perts said. 
A report on the money 
situa­ 
tion hy the bureau showed that 
service records of th© treasury de­ 
partm ent show that the useful life 
of paper currency, particularly the 
more commonly used 
denomina­ 
tions, has been continually 
de­ 
creasing during recent years. 
“Increased rapidity of 
circula­ 
tion and the rougher trade usages 
are doubtless chiefly responsible 
for the decreased period of service, 
hut conditions arc 
unlikely 
to 
change in the future,” the report 
said. 
“Annual replacement of 
worn 
out currency have become of such 
magnitude as to cause concern re­ 
garding the cost of redemption and 
th© limited issue possible with the 
present printing facilities, 
which 
are becoming over-taxed.” 
The bureau has devised methods 


•>< paper making which it was be­ 
lieved may be used in the treaa- 
iry “money factory” with success. 
Very satisfactory quality of pa­ 
per was made in the experimental, 
testa, attríbutablé chiefly to 
that 
manner and duration of the “beat­ 
ing treatm ent” of the fibres, the 
report said. 
The paper produced 
was of such greater folding endur­ 
ance than that used at the time the 
investigation started. 
The resulta! 
of the experimental tests 
have 
been applied in commercial produc­ 
tion and paper of 100 per cent 
greater folding endurance is now 
being employed for currency use.
